$67,875 Raised In 
Boro Bond Drive 

Street Booth Reports 
Sales Totaling 
$20,000 

The Bond Drive report stood at 
$67,875 in Narberth as of last 
Saturday, the end of the second 
week of the campaign, it was, an- 
nounced yestei'day. 

Bonds issued at the National 
Bank of Narberth for the second 
week totaled $15,475, with $11,475 
of this figure representing sales by 
solicitors and the remainder, or 
$4,000, being "over the counter" 
sales, including bonds sold by the 
Bond Booth. 

A breakdown of the bank's sales 
showed $10,275 in "E" bonds* 
$1,100 in Series "F", $3,100 in 
Series "G" and $1,000 in 7-8 per 
cent certificates. 

The Booth, in charge of Nar- 
berth's co-chairman for the Drive, 
Mrs. Charles B. Stoudt, and her 
staff of workers, drawn chiefly 
from the Women's Community 
Club, reported sales of 520,000 
worth of bonds from June 12 to 24, 
nearly one-third of the total 
sales in the borough since the 
campaign began. 

Plans were being made this week 
for a bond and stamp booth at 
the Community Playground on 
the 4th of July manned by daugh- 
ters of booth workers as well as 
some of the war brides. 

Postmaster Joseph L. Kelley re- 
ported total sales of "E" bonds at 
the Post Office since June 1 — 
which count in the drive— through 
June 27 of $23,750, (maturity 
value). Some of these bonds rep- 
resent ones sold by Booth workers 
and others direct "over the coun- 
ter" sales.

Tom Cook Writes Home: 

Our Convoy Goes Through Gibraltar; 
No Encounter as Yet With 'Jerry' 

Editor's Note: Tliis is a second of a scries of letters written by a for- 
mer Narberth boy to his wife. The wrtier is Thomas Cook, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ralph F. Cook, 112 Essex Ave... Narberth. and his wife, the 
former Monica Batchelor, daughter nf Mr. and Mrs. John C. Batchclor, 
308 -Essex Ave. The home of the writer, who is now an ambulance driver 
with the Sth Army, is at King of Prussia. Before leaving with the American 
Field Service on April 28 he was employed in the sales department of the 
W. C. Hamilton and Son paper mill at Miquon. He was graduated from 
Lower Merion Senior High School in the class of '33 and Haverford 
College, class of '38.

We are still on board our good ship, but I am not, dating this 
letter so that I may describe our passage through Gibraltor, etc. You 
will be able to put this letter in its correct chronological position by 
means of the number, however. We have not as yet put in at any port, 
so probably these letters will have to be mailed when we get to AFS 
headquarters in Italy. That will not be for (censored) as we now 
calculate, and we expect to make one stop before the eleven of us 
leave the ship. We do not know whether we will be in that port long 
enough to have any shore leave, though, but of course we are all hop- 
ing for it. ! 

Life for us has been pursuing the same pleasant, lazy pattern of i 
the' first part of the voyage, with a few exceptions. I for one have i 
come to like the leisure and unhurriedness considerably, and aside '■ 
from anticipating the sight of new countries and lands would be ! 
content to stay aboard for a while longer. It is certainly nice to have i 
only four hours duty per day, and that requiring no thinking, only ■ 
alertness, with the rest of the time spent in reading, playing bridge ! 
occasionally, eating, and enjoying the blue Mediterranean and the i 
excitement of convoy. I have*a real sense of guilt when I think of you i 
at home carrying the burdens and responsibilities of home and all i 
that goes with it. I 

In my last letter I wrote how Herb Merris was transferred to one ' 
of the destroyers for treatment. We got him back a week later via the i 
same method, only this time not in the rain, and feeling much better. 
The doctor said he had erysipelas, and would have been dead in a 
couple of days without treatment. They gave him penicillin, which he 
could not have gotten anywhere but in the convoy, so it is a good 
thing for him that he is in the AFS. He had a good time on board the 
American ship, but said our food is much better. 

On (censored) we had a real red letter day. We had our first 
sight of land in (censored) days. At about (censored) in the morning 
we first could see the dim outline of the North African coast, and then 
as we grew nearer the Spanish coast became visable. As we sailed on : 
we could slowly begin to make out the character of the land, and : 
finally to see trees and rocks, and then a few scattered buildings. It i 
was a lovely day, with a clear sky containing a few cottony clouds ! 
floating here and there. Needless to say the AFS unit was on deck i 
all eleven strong, not missing a thing. I was particularly fortunate 
in that I was on watch from 12 till 4 and thus could view the new 
sights from the vantage point of the bridge, and observe all the prob- ' 
lems connected with maneuvering the whole convoy into position in I 
order to fit through the Strait of Gibraltor. On our right North i 
•Africa rose abruptly out of the water, and appeared bleak and barren, | 
although beautiful at the distance because it was flooded with sunlight j 
and appeared in soft hues of greens and grays. On the left Spain I 
slopes more gently to the water, with mountains in the distance, ! 
possibly fifteen or twenty miles back from the shore line. The Spanish 
coast is lovely, and a little Spanish town, with its white buildings 
and lighthouse is clustered in just thei right place to be picturesque, 
with a background of mountains and a foreground of blue sea. As wc 
slowly progressed through the Strait, through the boiling waters where 
the Atlantic meets the Mediterranean, we caught sight of Gibraltor.; 
It is just inside the narrowest point, which is about 17 miles, and is 
on our left of course. We did not pass close enough to be able to make

What Are Plant Lice ' "\ '(M 
That I Hear So Much About? jiMl 

Plant lice is the term used com- 
monly when referring to aphids. 
They are called plant lice because 
they cling to the plant like lice 
and live by sucking juices from the 
tender shoots, leaves and soft bark. 
They remain practically stationary 
after they once settle and give 
birth to young at the rate of 8 to 
10 per day. These young are ready 
to do likewise in about two weeks. 
You can see how they multiply. 
Only the fact that nature destroys 
the aphids in huge quantity pre- 
vents their doing untold damage. 

Where Do Plant Lice

To Open 2d Link in 
Industrial Highway 

Traffic to Start 
On New Section 
On July 8 

Only one part of Delaware 
County's Industrial Highway will 
be missing when the second sec 
Won under construction is open- 
ed to traffic July 8. 

The second section extends from 
Wanamaker Ave., Esslngton. to 
Airport Circle. Philadelphia. It 
will give war workers a four-lane 
highway from Baldwin Locomotive 
and General Steel plants at Cram 
Creek, through Bssington, across 
Tinicum Marshes and direct to 
the Passyunk Ave. bridge over the 
Schuylkill River, which is ten 
minutes from the center of Phila- 
delphia. 

The first section of the Indus- 
trial Highway, which has been a 
project of Delaware County offi- 
cials and legislators for years, was 
opened February 24. The Indus- 
trial Highway, which is being con- 
structed by the State without any 
cost to the county, is the largest 
state road building project ever 
undertaken by the State Highway 
Department in the county. 

According to D. C. Stackpolie, 
State Highway Department en- 
gineer for this area, the regain- 
ing section will be built as soon as 
road materials are available. This 
will extend from Chester to Crum 
Creek and involve the construction 
of two bridges, one over Ridley 
Creek and the other over Eddy- 
stone Ave. 

Canuso and Sons and the Sea- 
board Construction Companies, 
road builders, are working on the 
second section of the Industrial 
Highway.

out the gun emplacements with the naked eye, but could see the 
whole rock and the harbor, and realiae the commanding position it 
occupies. On the Eastern side is a huge watershed where rain and dew 
are collected, the only water supply for the garrison, but enough ta 
make them independent of this worry. I believe all of us who ware 
seeing these sights for the first time were impressed by the height of 
the shoreline. It is nothing like our own Eastern coast, since on both 
the African and the Spanish sides mountains rise out of the water to 
heights of one to three thousand feet. A few miles past Gilbrater, on 
the African shore, there was one particularly high fellow jutting out 
from the coast and rising above the others, and looking exactly like a 
painting instead of a reality. 

It took us until past (censored) to lose sight of Gibraltar, and 
since then we have been (censored) evening we were opposite (cen- 
sored) and had an excellent view of the town, and last evening- we 
were opposite (censored). It is somewhat disappointing to see these 
town and yet not be able to visit them, but probably they look better 
from a distance. After the war we will come back together and find 

out. 

So far we have been fortunate enough not to have any encoun- 
ters with Jerry, as the Germans are referred to. We have sighted 
several planes, all quickly identified as friendly with one exception. 
In that case we had an air alert, which means that all of us go to our 
gun stations, ready for action. When the bell rang three of us were 
in my cabin talking, and we nearly trampled each other in our 
eagerness to man the guns assigned to us. I believe I told you that 
two of the Oerlikon guns are ours, and we certainly have itchy 
fingers, especially me. Three men comprise a gun crew, one to fire, one 
to change the pan of bullets, and one to operate the inter-communica- 
tion telephone for instructions. I was telling you about our only real 
alert so far, though. After a mad dash down ladders and around cargo 
and then up the ladder to the gun emplacement we arrived at the 
guns out of breath, and with our life jackets flying. One of our boys, 
whom we call Georgia, and who is slow as molasses said afterward 
that he was nearly trampled in the rush. We were all set for action, 
but a lone plane circled in the distance and did not even come close 
enough for recognition, so we don't know whether it was a German 
reconaissance flight or not. If we have a real raid within a few 
days it probably was. 

Since we have been in the Mediterranean each gun is supposed 
to be fired every morning to be sure it is in perfect order. This morn- 
ing I got up at ten minutes before six and had an opportunity to do 
some firing. It certainly is fun. The guns are loaded with every (cen- 
sored) and in the rather dim light at six o'clock the tracers go out 
glowing red hot. It is most interesting to watch where your shots go 
in this way. The guns fire so fast that it is impossible to fire & single 
shot, and you fire in bursts of five or six. I got the idea to fire one 
short burst, and then use the tracer bullets as targets for subsequent 
bursts, in this way getting practice in following a moving target with 
the gun. If anyone reads this I probably will be thrown overboard, and 
undoubtedly should be, but I would certainly enjoy having a Jerry 
plane to shoot at. 

I went back to bed for an hour and a half this morning, after 
watching the sunrise, and then had breakfast at 8.30. This letter 
was started then, and I worked until about eleven, when the mate 
and two of the fellows came in, and my writing activities were sus- 
pended until now (4.30), since I was on watch from 12 to 4. The 
weather is beautiful; the sun is quite hot, but there is a stiff wind 
blowing and on the bridge a heavy shirt or even a sweater feels good. 
I did not see any aircraft of any kind today, only the mountainous 
coast of (censored) about twenty miles on our starboard side. I did 
see one big sea turtle today, but no other marine life. Speaking of 
marine life the trip has been surprising to me because we have seen 
so little. This was my second turtle, and some of the boys saw a whale 
and a few porpoise, but nothing else. 

Yesterday being the traditional wash day, and possibly our last 
Monday on board, I decided to do some washing for the first time, and 
I hope last. There is a fine laundry available, with two porcelain 
stationary tubs and an ironing board, but the iron just burned out. I 
had my wash on the line by 10 A. M.. and I don't believe the woolen 
socks shrank any. The shirt I washed is not ironed yet, though, but 
if the iron is fixed I will iron it tomorrow. John Hobbs tells me the 
Italian women are glad to do a laundry at a cost of about one cent 
per piece, providing the soap is supplied, so no more laundry for me, 
I hope. 

We have heard in news broadcasts that things are livening up in 
Italy so will probably be busy soon after we arrive. We have of course 
heard a good deal about the work and organization of the Field Ser- 
vice, but I think it will be better if I save that and explain as I find 
out things for myself. Suffice it to say now that the more I hear 
about it the better it seems, and I am really glad to be in the Service. 

I iust stopped for evening tea, and then went up on the bridge 
for an' hour to relieve the watch. We are just in process of changing 
the shape of the convoy, reducing the number of (censored) and such 
a scramble of ships you ne'ver did see. All the instructions for chang- 
ing positions must be transmitted by means of the (censored) from 
one ship to the next. Obviously many slips and errors occur by the 
time the message gets from the Commodore to the last ship, and 
consequently many ships get themselves in wrong positions. Ships' 
Officers are somewhat short-tempered, and there are many sizzling 
messages exchanged. One of our neighbor' ships has things all balled 
up and we are jockeying with her for the same position, with the 
blinker lights practically melting. They call us "bloody Limeys", and 
threaten to open fire if we don't get out of their way, but our Officers 
can more than hold their own in any verbal battle, and in addition 
we are right and they are wrong, so in an hour or so it will be all 
strightened out, and everyone will have had a good time. 

Sunday evening I had George the Steward cut my hair, and he 
did a dandy job, getting it as short as I wanted it. Now when I get 
up in the morning I don't even have to use a comb. The cost was 
three Chocolate Bars. By the way. when you see Fritz and Helen tell 
them that the chocolate has really been wonderful. I am afraid I 
have eaten most of it, but some I distributed and it certainly filled a 
desire for sweets that could not otherwise be satisfied here.

With Ernie Pyle at the Front 

Nazi Channel Defenses Smashed at Great Cost

Normandy Beachhead. — Due to 

a last minute alteration in the ar- 
rangements, I didn't arrive on the 
beachhead until the morning after 
D-day, after our first wave of as- 
sault troops had hit the shore. 

By the time we got" here the 
beaches had been taken and the 
fighting had moved a couple of 
mileh inland. All that remained on 
the beach was some sniping and 
artillery fire, and the occasional 
startling blast of a mine geyser- 
ing brown sand into the air. That 
plus a gigantic and pitiful litter 
of wreckage along miles of shore- 
line. 

Submerged tanks and over- 
turned boats and burned trucks 
and shell-shat- 
tered jeeps and 
sad little per- 
sonal belongings 
were strewn all 
over these bit- 
«rv ter sands. That 
w- plus the bodies 
of soldiers lying 
in rows covered 
with blankets. 
.iaagMMsi-M the toes of their

though on drill. 
Ernie Pyle And other bodies, 
uncollected, still 
sprawling grotesquely in the sand 
or half hidden by the high grass 
beyond the beach. 




Now that it is over it seems to 

me a pure miracle that we ever 
took the beach at all. For some 
of our units it was easy, but in 
this special sector where I am now 
our troops faced such odds that 
our getting ashore was like my 
whipping Joe Louis down to a 
pulp. 

In this column I want to tell 
you what the opening of the sec- 
ond front in this one sector en- 
tailed, so that you can know and 
appreciate and forever be humbly 
grateful to hose both dead and 
alive who did it for you. 

Ashpre, facing us, were more 
enemy troops than we had in our 
assault waves. The advantages 
were all theirs, the disadvantages 



all ours. The Germans were dug 
into positions that they had been 
working on for months, although 
these were not yet all complete. A 
100-foot bluff a couple of hun- 
dred yards back from the beach 
had great concrete gun emplace- 
ments built right into the hilltop. 
These opened to the sides instead 
of to the front, thus making it 
very hard for naval fire from the 
sea to reach them. They could 
shott parallel with the beach and 
cover every foot of it for miles 
with artillery fire. 

Then they had hidden machine- 
gun nests on the forward slopes, 
with crossfire taking in every inch 
of the beach. These nests were 
connected by networks of trench- 
es, so that the German gunners 
could move about without' expos- 
ing themselves. 

Throughout the length of the 
beach, runinng zigzag a couple of 
hundreds yards back from the 
shoreline, was an immense V- 
shaped ditch 15 feet deep. Noth- 
ing could cross ib, not even men 
on foot, until fills had been made. 
And in other places at the far end 
of the beach, where the ground is 
flatter, they had great concrete 
walls. These were blasted by our 
naval gunfire or by explosives set 
by hand after we got ashore. 

Our only exits from the beach 
were several swales or valleys, 
each about 100 yards wide. The 
Germans made the most of these 
funnel-like troops, sowing them 
with buried mines. They con- 
tained, also, barbed-wire entan- 
glements with mines attached, 
hidden ditches, and machine guns 
firing from the slopes. 

This is what was on the shore. 
But our men had to go through j 
a maze nearly as deadly as this 
before they even got ashore. Un- 
der-water obstacles were terrif- 
ic. The Germans, had whole 
fields of evil devices under the 
water to catch our boats. Even 
now, several days after the land- 
ing, we have cleared i»nly chan- 
nels, through them and cannot 
yet approach the whole length 
j of the beach with our ships. 
! Even now some ship or boat hits 
I one of these mines every day 
i and is knocked out ot commis- 
I sion. 



The Germans had masses of 
tliose great six-pronged spiders, 
made of railroad iron and stand- 
ing shoulder-high, .just beneath 
the surface of the water for our 
landing craft to run into, They 
also had huge logs burried in the 
sand, pointing upward and out- 
ward, their tops just below the 
water. Attached to these logs 
were mines. 

In addition to these obstacles 
they had floating mines offshore, 
land mines buried in the sand of 
the beach, and more mines in 
checkerboard rows in the tall 
grass beyond the sand. And 
the enemy had fouur men on 
shore for every three men we 
had approaching the shore. 
And yet we got on. 
« • » 

Beach landings are planned to 

a schedule that is set far ahead 
of time. They all have to be 
timed, in order for everything to 
mesh and for the following waves 
of troops to be standing off the 
beach and ready to land at the 
right moment. 

As the landings are planned, 
some elements of the assault 'force 
are to break through quickly, push 
on inland, and attack the most 
obvious enemy strong points. It 
is usually the plan for units to be 
inland, attacking gun positions 
from behind, within a matter of 
minutes after the first men hit 
the beach. 

I have always been amazed at 
the speed called for in these 
plans. You'll have schedules call- 
ing for engineers to land at H- 
hour plus two minutes, and serv- 
ice troops at H-hour plus 30 
minutes, and even for press cen- j 
sors to land at H-hour plus 75 ! 
minutes. But in the attack onj 
this special portion of the beach 
where I am — the worst we had, ! 
incidentally — the schedule didn't I 
hold. 

Our men simply could not get 
past the beach. They .were 
pinned down right on the wa- I 
ter's edge by an inhuman wall j 
of fire from the bluff. Our first 
waves were on that beach for | 
hours, instead of a few minutes, 
before they could begin working 
inland. , 



Yon can still see the forholes 
they dug; at the very edge of the 
water, in the sand and the 
small, jumbled rocks that form 
parts of the beach. 

Medical cornsmen attended 
the wounded as best they could. 
Men were/killed as they stepped 
out of landing craft. An officer 
whom I knew got a bullet 
through the head just as the 
door of his landing craft was 
let down. Some men were 
drowned. 

The first chack in the beach 
defenses was finally accom- 
plished by terrific and wonder- 
ful naval gunfire, which knocked 
out the big emplacements. They 
tell epic stories of destroyers 
that ran right up tinto shallow 
water and had it out point- 
blank with the big guns in those 
concrete emplacements ashore. 
When they heavy fire stopped, 
our men were organized by their 
officers and pushed on inland, 
circling machine-gun nests and 
taking them from the rear. 

As one officer said, the only way 
to take a beach is to face, it and 
keep going. It is costly at first, but 
it's the only way. If the men are 
pinned down on the beach, dug in 
and out of action, they might as 
well not be there at all. They hold 
up the waves behind them, and 
nothing is- being gained. 

Our men were pinned down 
for a while, but finally they 
stood up. and .went through, 
and so we took that beach and 
accomplished our landing. We 
did it with every advantage on 
the enemy's side and every dis- 
advantage on ours. .In the light 
of retospection, we sit and talk 
and call it a miracle that our 
men ever got on at all or were 
able to stay on. 

Before long it will be permitted 
to name the units that did '.t. 
Then you will know to whom this 
glory should go. They suffered 
casualties. And yet if you take 
the entire beachhead assault, in- 
cluding other units that had a 
much easier time, our total casual- 
ties in driving this wedge into the

continent of Europe were re- 
markably low — only a fraction, in 
fact, of what our commanders 
had been prepared to accept. 

And these units that were so 
battered and went through such 
hell are still, right at this mo- 
ment, pushing on inland without 
rest, their spirits high, their -ego- 
tism in victory almost reaching 
the smart-alecky stage. 

Their tails are up. "We've done 
it again." they say. They figure 
that the rest of the army isn't 
needed at all. Which prove that, 
while their judgment in this re- 
gard is bad. they certainly have 
the spirit that wins battles and 
eventually wars. 
HOW CORRESPONDENTS

Of the 28 correspondents in the 
assault group about two-thirds 
had already seen action in various 
war theatres. The old-timers sort 
of gravitated together, people such 
as Bill Stoneman. Don Whitehead. 
Jack Thompson, Clark Lee, Tex 
O'Reilly and myself. 

We conjectured on when we 
would get the final call, conjec- 
tured on what assignments we 
would draw, for few of us knew 
what unit we would go with. And 
in more pensive moments we also 
conjectured on our chances of 
coming through alive. \ 

We felt our chances were nor, 
very good. And we were not 
happy about it. Men like Done 
Whitehead and Clark Lee. who 
had been through, the mill so long 
and so boldly, began to get nerves. 
And frankly I was the worst of 
the lot.

Disabled veterans of the present war may apply for job counseling 
and vocational training and rehabilitation at centers to be established 
at colleges and universities throughout the country, according to the 
Veterans Administration and the Office of War Mobilization. The 
Veterans Administration will provide, free of charge to eligible dis- 
abled veterans, transportation to centers, meals, comfortable quarters, 
medical service, aptitude tests to determine veterans' abilities, interests 
and occupations in which they could be successful, and professional 
advice on vocational training. The first of the proposed centers will 
be opened at the College of the City of New York.

Severe civilian shortages now exist in washtubs, alarm clocks, 
window screening and flashlights, WPB reports, with less severe 
shortages in flashlight batteries, clothes pins, double boilers, egg 
beaters, pails, radio tubes and umbrellas.
